1. In October 1950, it was learned that Soviet anmmition was being 
stored in the former German «army aumunition dovo0t of Altenhain 

(N 5¢/H 41). German asmunition, allegedly artillery shells of 

various calibers, had boon destroyed by blasting. The installations 

of the depot were in good condition. (1) The denot vas yuarded by 

soviet artillerymen who, accor!ing to local residents, numbered 399 abe 

to 90. A major who “as billoted in the devot was said to bo the eee 

ranking officer. a colonel with his family was billeted in Trebson 

(1 52/5 1). (2) Since 1 October only i bout 6O Germans, ost of then 

women, have been enoloyed in the dexot.

Aer Er TTL OC dingolstaedt (1 52/D 27) was resumed in 
September, The monthly out; mut allegedly amounted to about 500,000 tank, 
antitank, and rocket ‘srojectiles.

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5. On 2 and 3 Octeber it was obsurved that armmmition boxes 
were stored in several buildings of the Waldeslust amumition 
devot near Finow (1 53/V 08). Soviet fatigue details arrived 
to load ammunition. The daily guard relief detail of one 
officer and 20 ui cane from the direction of Eberswalde. (8)

6. On 22 October a 120—axle train with about 190 AT guns and 10 
boxearloads of armunition arrived in Frankfurt/Oder, fron 
the Girection of Prest Litovsk. The train was redisnatched 
to Fuerstenwalde (N 53/V 33), where the artillery pieces were 
unloaded and shipped to the Falkenhagen ordnance depot. The 
ammunition continued by rail to an underground ammmnition 
devot on the Fucrsteavalde~Beeskow line and was unloaded there. 
The ammunition depot is said to be a large and heavily fuarded 
install::tion. Reilroad engineers of trains vassing by were ordered 
to avoid any discharge of sparks, (9) 


Kirchhain ‘munition Depote 


7. In September it was icarned that Soviet a:munition was being 
stored in the Igant mine, about 7 km south of Kirchhain (HN 52/A 05). 
The ammunition, which arrived by truck from an undetermined 
shipping point, allegedly consisted of lisht artillery, infantry, 
and rocket ammunition of various calibers. (10)

8. On 21 October it was learned that the former Mockrehna (11 52/f 53) 
armunition depot was beine heavily suarded by Volksvolizei personnel 
who,g accorcing to local residents, numbored about 300 men, It vas 
said that stocks of Gernan aummition were stored in the denot. 
Ammunition was no longer being manufactured there. The only Sovict 
soldier seen on 21 October us an artillery lieutonant who went to 
the dezot. (11)

D Potreen 20 September and 1 October a new lishting system consisting 
of powerful arc lamps and Tour searchlizhts were installed through= 
out the areca of the storage desot at the Rathonowellord (N 53/Z 18) 
railroad station. The guard detail on duty in the denot area was 
comuisled by Lieutenant Proshenkov . (fmu), and was recently brought 
up to a strength of 10 men. Since 29 September all streets in the 
vicinity of the desot have been restricted to civilian traffic after 
dark, (12) 


10, tocal residents said that a new type of a-mmnition was boing shipped 
to the deyvot for storage. They described the ammunition as "oil 
bombs" having a bombeshaned design, 150 em high and 30 om in diameter, 
with four tranezoid fins at the uyper end. the bombs wer. allegedly 
fired from a soecial launching frame. (13)

1Iy On 19 October it wis learned that the ammunition depot of tie Saalfeld 
(i 51/3 53) military post was loc:-ted in Scwarzaer Hoehle (Schvarza 
cavern) (M S1/J 53) on the railroad line to : vmnstadts The guard detail 
there, which consisted of 1 officer and 10 OT, was relieved daily 
‘fron Saalfeld, lo construction or shinmonts ek ther incoming .oF out= 
ffoing were observed. Lecal residents stated, however, that Soviet 
trucks were repeatedly ab the denot at nicht. (14) 
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\anunition Depote 

During the nights from 12 to 16 October truck convoys were 
observed hauling a:munition to the Sterniuchhola (MN 5L/T Lo) 
denot. No details on the origin, type, quantity, or caliber 
of the ammunition and no truck numbers could be secured. (15)

Between 21 and 23 September it was learned that the Toepehin 

(u 53/2 91) awmmition depot, which is located northmest of 
Teupitz (N 53/V¥ 00), contains about 20 subterranean and 10 
surface storage bunkers, each with a capacity of 2 or 3 railroad 
carloads of ammunition. The surface bunkers were roundgroinforced 
conerete structures, ahout 20 meters in diameter and about 3.5 
meters hish, topped by an arched concrete roof, They have double 
iron doors, large enough to allow a truck to pass throuch. The 
subterranean bunkers were constructed like the surface bunkers, 
but were surrounded by.sedded mounds of carth, with approaches eut 
through for the doors. (16) 


At the depot, about 50 officers and 300 S11, who wore red~bordered 
black epaulets, were engaged in the maintenance of armunition. 

They were assisted by 98 German civilians whose activities had been 
restricted to cleaning and other minor work about six weeks before. 
The military porsomnel were organized into iwe umits, one commanded 
by Colonel Panin (fu), including about 36 officers, and the other 
by lieutenant Colonel Marenko (fau), inclucing l, majors, 6 captains 
and lh; senior lieutenants, one of whom was named Babayov (fnu). 

There was only one political officer, a major, for both units. The 
two. commanding officers left Toepchin some time ago, but were ex- 
pected to return soon, Colonel Panin's unit furnished guard personnel 
for the main approach road from the north and Lieutenant Colonel 
Harenko's unit furnished personnel for the anproach road from the 
southeast, All officers were billetcd outside the depot areca in houses 
along the Toepchin—uensdorf highway. “ith the exception of two 
officer wives, all officer Cependents had returned to the U.5.8,.R. two 
or three months aro. 


A svecial cuard detail of 20 to 25 men was stationed in the Sputenberge 
forester's house on the eastern shore of Toepchin Lake. The soldiers 

of the detail wore red=bordered black epaulets with artillery insisnia 
and yellow-bordered black epaulets. They were brought to and from iis 
sost by truck, The enlisted personnel stationed at the depot proper 
were accommodated in wooden barrecks and were restricted to quarters. 


No new ammunition was being manufactured or filled at the depot. The 
rust was being removed from stocks and incoming shioments of Soviet 
artillery ammunition, The ammunition was also being reconditioned. 


Besides artillery aummnition, the rust was being removed from 50ke 


bonbs whieh were then stored. The 122=mum rocket projectiles were 
eleandd and greased. Infantry asmmition stored at the depot was only 
oiled and s»rayed with powdered soapstone. Some shipments of British 
ammnition, bearing the inscription ")\Oanm shell" on the boxes, were 
observed to arrive at the devot. ‘he last shipment of this kind, about 
five boxcarloads, arrived about three weeks prior to 21-23 Septomber. 
This anaunition was also reconditioned, The 28 to 30 surface and sub= 
terranean bunkers were allegedly filled at the time of observation, the 
shells stored there being without fuzes. 


A Soviet laboratory was being established in a former inn and its amex 
buildings, about 250 meters east of the driveway to the amrmmnition 
desot, on the southern edge of the hichway leading to Toepchin. It was

of zinna (N 52/E 64) near Torgau was guarded by Volkspolizei 
porsonnel. About 30 Soviel soldiers, wearing red epaulets and 
red=bordered biacit epaulets and arred with submachine guns, 

were observed at field training in terrain between the ammunition 
dez0t and the TorgauelMockrehna road. (19)

Guard and security measures have been substantially intensified.

According to reliable information, the former German anmunition 


desot in the sotash mine of Bingelstesdt was abandoned by the Sovicts 


in October 19148 to allow for the resumption of potash mining. The 
resumption of vroduction by the_sovicts is reported for the first 
time and requires confirmation Since the 
deset had been used only for the siierage of German aarmmition prior 
to 1948, it is doubted that asmunivion should now be manufactured 
there. It is vossible, however, that ammunition may again be stored 
there. 

Possibly an armmition supply depot on the grounds of the former 
autobahn rest canp, alout 1,200 meters west cf Finowfurt. The depot 
was observed as early as February 1950, bul was not identified as 
an ammunition desot. It probably belongs to the Fourth dds +ecz 
Army. For sketch, see Annex 2.
